There has been issued by the Bureau of Chemistry 
of the United States Department of Agriculture Bulle- 
tin No. 69 (revised), Part IX, an indexed digest of 
food legislation. This is a digest of food laws in force 
in the United States on July 1, 1905, the same serv- 
ing also as an index to the compilation of these laws, 
recently published as Parts I to VIII of Bulletin No. 
6y (revised), of the Bureau of Chemistry, likewise 
prepared by W. D. Bigelow, Chief of the Division of 
loods. This digest contains a vast deal of informa- 
tion of a kind and character required by food manu- 
facturers doing an interstate bustness.

Business throughout the United States continues to 
boom. The outlook for trade has not been better at 
any time in the last several years than it is to-day. 
Reports by the commercial agencies are uniformally 
favorable. Commenting on the situation, Dun’s gen- 
eral review for the week says that “The volume of 
trade continues beyond precedent for the period, the 
end of the vacation season restoring normal forces in 
most occupations, and there are no important labor 
struggles to handicap progress. Autumn distribution 
is heavy, traders as a rule preparing for needs well 
into the future. Prices of commodities rose during 
August in the aggregate, dairy and garden products 
supplying most of the advance.” LBradstreet’s report 
notes: ‘Trade, crop, and industrial reports are still 
almost uniformly favorable. Car shortages are no 
longer subjects of speculation, but are an accomplished 
fact, and terminal facilities are also unequal to the 
strain.’

Professor Bitting was not commissioned by the 
Rureat of Chemistry to secure data as a basis for 

sich a bill. Tue CANNER has Dr. Wiley’s word for 

it, Dr. Wiley is Chief of the Bureau of Chemistry, 
and in response to an inquiry addressed to him by this 
iournal, said under date of September t1oth: 

“Mr. Bitting, in so far as I know, has never been instructed 

o secure data for the preparation of a bill providing for the 

pervision of canning factories. ; 

This statement by Dr. Wiley seems to dispose of 
the newspaper assertion that such a bill is to be draft- 
ed. as otherwise he would have mentioned it in con- 
nection with his denial that Prof. Bitting’s trip was 
taken as the initial step in the preparation of a bill 
to provide federal supervision. What Prof. Bitting 
undertook his investigations for was, in Dr. Wiley’s 
words: “To study the methods of canning and the 
bacterial inspection of swelled cans.” 

Dr. Wiley appears not to believe that further gov- 
ernmental regulation of the canning industry than that 
provided for by the new national food law is neces- 
sary, for, in connection with the newspaper report con- 
cerning Prof. Bitting’s mission, he writes us: 

The use of wrong materials entering into canning factories 
is fully covered by the pure food act, which is already a law, 
which forbids the introduction of any diseased, decayed or 
suitable substance into foods. The only way to determine 
this is to inspect factories when deemed desirable. 

Readers of THe CANNER will understand that in- 
spection of this character is altogether different from 
that which would be provided by an act of Congress. 

As THE CANNER has repeatedly stated, fruit and 
vegetable packers welcome inspection by anybody and 
everybody. They have nothing to conceal. There are 
no secrets in the business. Adulteration is not prac- 
ticed, saccharine is no longer used, bleaches and dyes 
are things of the past, preservatives are not employed, 
because they are not necessary, canning plants are 
open to everybody, government agents, representatives 
of the press and the general public, all are free to in- 
vestigate methods and processes of packing from the 
cutting of the crop in the field till the product is put 
into the can and the package sealed and labeled. But 
what the canners do fear is the person who after see- 
ing misrepresents what he has seen. This sort of thing

is the fashion now, and as there’s a premium on every- 
thing sensational regarding foods, packers fear the ef- 
fect of publication of the fictions woven by inspectors ; 
they would welcome the truth about their factories, 
the character of their products and the manner in 
which they are handled. 


The Evening Post quoted Prof. Bitting as making 
some of the most sweeping, as well as false, state- 
ments concerning canned goods that we have ever 
seen in print. The following is part of the article: 

The federal agent declares that most of the canned goods 
sold at the Chicago wholesale houses are not “standard.” 

“A small preserving plant,” he said, “will put up cans of 
tomatoes, or bottles of pickles, and sell them under a certain 
label. Another cannery may put up worse goods, but these 
tomatoes or pickles are sent on to the big wholesalers and 
under some fancy label, advertised extensively as ‘the best 
brand,’ are sold at fancy prices. 

“It is easy enough to put a fresh brand on an old can of 
goods, and I am certain that hundreds of carloads of swollen 
and aged goods are being shipped out of the city only to come 
back reprocessed and with fresh, attractive labels.” 

Mr. Bitting is conducting his investigations in the interest 
of a bill, to be referred to Congress at its next session, pro- 
viding for a federal supervision of all canning and preserving 
plants. It is expected that a bill modeled after the recently 
passed meat inspection bill will be put through. 

The agent said he found most of the factories indescribably 
dirty and in insanitary condition. 

Professor bitting repudiates this interview. He de- 
nies over his own signature that he gave out any state- 
ment whatsoever for publication while in Chicago. 
His alleged remarks about canned goods were sup- 
posedly made while he was visiting the office of Chi- 
cago Food Inspector Murray, but Prof. Bitting states 
that he did not talk to Inspector Murray more than 
about three minutes in all, also that he only went there 
to inquire as to the locations of Chicago canneries. 
The Chicago newspapers made it appear that Prof. 
Bitting called to tell Mr. Murray what a great food 
official he hag become, but Prof. Bitting’s explanation 
puts a different face on it. In view of his denial that 
he gave out anything while in the city, it must follow 
that the alleged interview printed in the “Evening 
Post” was either manufactured by one of its enterpris- 
ing reporters or that the representative of the Bureau 
of Chemistry was made by somebody else, possibly 
some one in the office of the city food inspector, to 
say something which he never said at all. 

Professor Bitting states in a letter on the subject 
of his tour of inspection of western canneries that he 
visited about sixty plants. He also speaks of some 
canned goods as “bad enough,” but declares that he 
has made no public statement as yet and that his first 
report will be submitted to Dr. Wiley. 

That he found some canned goods “bad enough” 
indicates that there are likely to be statements in his 
report, presumably in course of preparation, which 
will reflect discredit upon the canning industry, and 
have a further tendency to make the more timid of the 
consuming public skeptical concerning the wholesome- 
ness, or the cleanliness, of food packed in cans. It is 
to be hoped that Dr. Wiley will not make public any- 
thing of a sensational nature contained in a report by 
Dr. Bitting or any other investigator until all damag- 
ing statements have been verified. Any sensational 
assertion of wrongful practices on the part of fruit 
and vegetable canners or of “indescribably dirty” can- 
neries is bound to be untrue or a gross exaggeration.

In order that there may be no confusion on this 


score, no chance for anybody to say that deception 
js practiced upon the consumer, at least one large 
Chicago grocery jobbing house is printing on the 
labels the approximate weight of the contents of its 


cans. 


It is doing so, too, because the North Dakota food 
law requires that net weights be printed on the la- 
bels, which it never would have done if the packing 
and wholesale grocery trades hadn’t persisted in ap- 
plying false terms to canned goods. 

This practice should be stopped immediately. If 
it isn’t it is extremely probable that the legislatures 
of other states will this winter amend their laws to 
require a statement of net weight on each can of food 
sold within their boundaries. Such legislation is un- 
desirable from the packer’s standpoint—not because 
any canner wishes to deceive the consumer into mak- 
ing him believe he is purchasing, say, a 3-pound can, 
when he isn’t, but because it would complicate mat- 
ters, increase the trouble and labor of handling and 
labeling the factory output, besides adding something 
to the cost of production. 

The grocery trade ought to be trained to designate 
canned goods as No. 1, No. 2 or No. 3. The packers 
and the brokers should take the lead in this reform. 
Let them acquire the habit of using the correct terms 
in speaking and writing of canned goods. Brokers 
can hasten the reform by describing in their trade cir- 
culars the several sizes of cans as number so and so, 
discarding the inaccurate and misleading 1-lb., 2-lb., 
or 8-lb. designation. 
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The ideas of packers all over the country are 
stronger on tomatoes than a week or ten days ago, 
and prices are somewhat higher than in last week’s 
CANNER. Buyers, too, are impressed with the reports, 
those coming principally from the east, Maryland and 
Baltimore, which have been of a bullish nature for sev- 
eral days past. They foretell the early ending of the 
canning season, and in fact, some houses have already 
suspended work for this year. 

An important development of the week was the de- 
cision of eastern tomato interests to hold their old 
stock. A meeting of the depositors of tomato holdings 
with the bankers’ committee who are endeavoring to 
dispose of the stock which the “syndicate” was unable 
to sell, was held late iast week in Baltimore, and re- 
ports say that it was decided to sell no more tomatoes 
until the market improves. It is said this action was 
based upon a thorough study of crop conditions, and 
‘other interesting influences affecting tomato values, 
the reports being based on investigations in tomato 
growing sections in Maryland, Delaware, New Jersey 
and the West. Reports to THe CANNER on the Indi- 
ana crop show some conflict. Indiana packers are 
heavily sold on futures, and on this point we have a 
private advice to the effect that southern Indiana can- 
ners have about finished packing their contracts. 

One of the leading Baltimore commission houses, in 
commenting on the canned goods market there, says 
that “There was another active week in this market. 
with peaches and tomatoes as leaders, and the outlook 
is that these two articles will be active again this week. 
In the peach market the situation has almost reached 
the point where it is more a question of getting the 
goods than of getting prices on them. Those jobbers 
who have not yet covered their wants for the fall and 
winter trade would better buy them now wherever 
they can find them to the best advantage. The packing 





season in this section is drawing to a close. The buy- 
ing of tomatoes during the week was quite large, the 
orders were more numerous, and they covered a larger 
territory than at any time during the season. The 
western jobbers bought freely in this market up to 
two or three days ago, but they have not yet followed 
up the latest advance. The most unfavorable sort of 
reports continue to be made by the growers and can- 
ners in the tomato sections, and there is good ground 
for it. Keep yourselves in a comfortable position on 
both peaches and tomatoes. The market is worthy of 
close attention.” 

The following is a portion of a report received the 
first of the week from a well informed source at Aber- 
deen, Md.: “No. 3 standard country packed tomatoes 
at 771% to 8o cents; it is difficult to fill orders at the 
inside price; not many offered at the outside price. 
The majority of packers have not yet caught up en- 
tirely with their future orders, and reports generally 
are in confirmation of our previous advices that the 
rush will be over about September 15th to 20th. <A 
few scattering houses may continue to run for sev- 
eral weeks after, but the volume of the packing will 
be in the cans by dates mentioned. Buyers seem to 
have generally realized the true situation of the mar- 
ket, and have been coming in the past day or two at 
full prices. Orders on this basis have been notably 
large, the sum total for the week being exceptional. 
No. 2 tomatoes are going out on the basis of 57% to 
60 cents; it is difficult to locate a lot of strictly full 
standard stock under the outside prices, as quantity of 
2s packed in this section is small and packers sold 
futures liberally. Gallons are strong on the basis of 


$2.40 to $2.45. Owing to the small quantity of goods 
offered as this circular goes to press, there is a possi- 
bility of still higher prices prevailing before the first 
of next week.” 
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Western corn packers are finishing their season’s 
work. Some factories in this section of the country 
shut down last week, and others are suspending opera- 
tions this week. While it is in order at this time to 
compare this season's results with last year’s, it is im- 
possible as yet to say more than that there is a ma- 
terial reduction in the size of the western pack as com- 
pared with the pack of 1905, which all know estab- 
lished the record for size, being, as shown by THE 
CANNER’s published statistics, 13,939,083 cases, or over 
2,000,000 cases greater than the next largest pack 
made in the previous year, 1904. The crop in the 
west although coming in too rapidly in some localities, 
has been good. Taking the western sweet corn crop 
a whole, there is no serious fault to find with the 
yield ; it was the heavy reduction in acreage below that 
planted last year which is responsible for the shrink- 
age in production. The acreage was reduced in every 
western state without exception, and in most of them 
it was sufficient to assure a lighter pack, no matter 
how heavy the yield might have been. 


as 


Taking the western states separately, Ohio’s pack, 
when the statistics are published, will show a large 
falling off from last year’s output. The same is true 
of Indiana, also Michigan, Wisconsin, and Minnesota. 
In the last named state the yield has been large con- 
sidering the acreage, but the pack, if estimates are to 
be at all depended on, will at least be under 75 per 
cent of the pack of 1905, which was 265,175 cases. A 
number of Iowa canners have reported that their corn 
pack will be only a little more than half of last year’s. 
The acreage in Iowa was heavily reduced. In Illinois 
the yield varied in different sections. In some locali- 
ties there was, in addition to a large reduction in acre- 
age, a smaller yield per acre than last year. There 
are large packers in Illinois whose output will go very 
little over 50 per cent of 1905, and some of these con- 
cerns pack on a scale large enough to make this differ- 
ence of importance in figuring up the total pack of this 
state. We quote this from a letter received a few days 
since from a large Illinois canner : 

“Our was two-thirds of last year. The 
yield will be between 85 and 90 per cent per acre of 
last vear, or about 60 per cent this year against 70 
per cent. These figures are not exact, but approxi- 
mately so. The quality this season is excellent. This 
will make our pack of 1906 a little less than 60 per. 
cent of last year.”

Eastern No. 3 standard tomatoes were 
quoted in telegraphic advices received in Chicago 
Tuesday at 82%c to 85¢ East, which is an advance om 
last week's offerings. Eastern gallons were quoted at 
$2.75, a decided advance during the week reviewed. 
The ideas of tomato packers both east and west are 
bullish. The New York market is higher and firmer 
in sympathy with reports from other points. New 
Jersey packers are very firm in their views, and the 
offerings being made in New York, according to re- 
ports received by us yesterday, were much stiffer. Our 
Baltimore correspondent has an interesting discussion 
of the tomato situation, combined with a report on that 
market, in this issue.

Regarding California canned fruits, The Fruit Grower 
last week said: “Practically the entire cannery pack 
in California has been sold out, and few packers have 
any goods to offer, even in odds and ends. Packers 
who will be compelled to make pro rata deliveries on 
many of the lines are absolutely unable to help them- 
selves.” This feature of the California situation is 
covered in detail by our coast correspondent in this is- 
sue. Reports from Michigan indicate more or less 
disappointment on peaches. Michigan packers’ ideas 
are firm. We hear the following quotations on Michi- 
gan fruit: Gallon unpeeled peaches, white, $2.25 ; No. 
22 white, unpeeled, 77¥%c; No. 2% yellow, unpeeled, 
8oc; No. 2% white, peeled, $1.25; yellow, $2.30;

Sardines-- 

Domestic sardines in keyless and in key-opening 
cans were advanced on Saturday last loc and 15¢ per 
case respectively, according to notice previously 
given.

According to eastern advices, this had the effect 
of absorbing all the domestic sardines of the two grades 
mentioned which can be shipped from the Maine fac- 
tories in time to come under the old schedule of prices.

I played on the one string 
fiddle that acreage was short until the key was monotonous 
and the chord became a discord. Facts are facts, just the 
same. 

Now the yield per acre will vary more this season than 
usual. In the southern and western sections, as a rule, the 
yield is much less than in the northern and eastern counties, 
this difference being caused by weather conditions. The 
thermometer has recorded more eccentricities than for many 
years, and the rain fall has been excessive in some districts— 
a drouth in others. 

Some factories will not pack over 33 per cent of a normal 
vield, while others are in excess, but the average result to- 
day would seem not to vary much from my original “guess 
of 50 to 60 per cent. Nearly every packer, from present 
talk, will deliver a percentage on contracts, some more, some 
less. The surplus for sale, in my opinion, would not fill out- 
standing contracts, hence the offerings will be light. 

Now, if I read the Canner’s reports aright, it looks rather 
dubious in New York and the west. If such is the case, tell 
me why corn will not be higher later on? To be sure the 
present demand is small, but ignorance of the actual condi- 
tions is the cause, and, after finding out how the deliveries 
will be, buyers will be here in plenty. They will not find 
a market so overstocked that packers are crazy to sell, but 
a firm one with an upward tendency. The “leftover” stock

Eprror CANNER: The crop of nearly every fruit in the can- 
ners’ line has proven a disappointment this season. In the 
rst place the quality was nothing to brag on and in the 
«cond place deliveries were in many instances as low as 
fty per cent of conservative estimates. Naturally canners, 
having sold up to about 75 per cent of their estimate, are in 
pretty bad hole and are unable to procure fruit enough to 
fil their orders in full. The crop of pears, which looked so 
rve, melted away and now canners are short all around 
» this fruit. There is not a fruit on the list, perhaps plums 
excepted, which will not be short and, while an occasional 
nner may have a remnant of surplus, it is extremely im- 
robable that there will be any canned fruit on sale after 
the packing season closes. It will be the nearest to a clean 
ip that we have ever experienced, ‘ 
Cherries and apricots are now absolutely unobtainable. Free 
stone peaches were packed slightly in excess by some canners, 
who had not sold heavily, but exchange between canners has 
consumed practically all of this surplus. Free peaches to-day 
re firm, with few to offer. 

Bartlett pears were short and some canners will make 
pro rata deliveries. Some canners in certain districts are 
short on low grades, other canners are short on high grades. 
[here has been considerable exchange between canners to 
equalize; there will be no surplus whatever. 

Cling peaches are perhaps the fruit which caused the can- 
vers most trouble this season. The Tuscans were miserably 
poor, many of them dry rotting on the trees. Deliveries to 
canners arrived soft and made low grades. The orange clings, 
particularly those in the San Joaquin Valley, also softened on 
the trees and went to low grades. Neither variety met the 
amers’ expectations. The late clings and Phillips clings are 
better, but are exceedingly short in crop. I know of but two 
umners at this time who have expressed any expectation of 
lelivering their clings in full. With the other canners, par- 
ticularly the heaviest canners of fruits, they are hopelessly 
short and deliveries will range about 75 per cent on extra 
standards and below, and a pro rata on the extras, which 
may in some cases fall below the 75 per cent mark. 

[he Salway crop is extremely light and few packers will 
put up any of this variety, as they will be turning their at- 
tention to tomatoes at that time. Tomatoes are not bearing 
well, and indications are for a short pack. 

Shipments have been delayed all over the state on account 
ff the shortage box shooks. It is estimated that the lumber 
cut for cannery shooks is more than one-third under last 
season’s output, and if there had been a normal fruit pack it 
would kave been impossible to have obtained containers, As it 
', probably two-thirds of last year’s shooks will about cover 
the pack of this season. The price of box shooks has ad- 
vanced from twenty-five to thirty per cent to those who have 
hot strong contracts. The box makers have taken advantage 
of the earthquake to shake out some of their contracts, in 
fact they hold that on account of unforeseen casualties they 
are not responsible for full delivery. We will hear more about 
this box situation later. At present canners are’ howling for 
boxes, with but few being delivered. 

Che dried fruit situation has changed slightly. Apricots 
are being sold at 14c to 15¢ for choice. Peaches are con- 
siderably firmer and are now quoted at 9c for choice, There 
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will not be as many dried peaches as had been anticipated. 
Prunes are slightly firmer; there have been transactions 
closed at from 2% to 2% basis for Santa Claras. It is im 
possible to forecast the future market for this fruit, there 
being so many conditions to figure upon. In this industry also 
the shortage of box shooks is working a serious injury. Pack- 
ers who have sold for positive delivery are unable to obtain 
any shooks whatever. This may be serious for some of those 
packers who sold at 234 and 3c basis for September-October 
delivery, for if they do not get their fruit off strictly on time 
there will be a very reasonable excuse for the jobber to cancel 
or turn it down upon arrival. The present outlook is for 
very serious delay in shipments of all kinds of dried fruits. 
The raisin situation is comparatively unchanged, though 
there has been a stiffening in prices on reports of estimated 
shortage. CAL.

_ Eprror CANNER:—The feature in canned goods circles now 
is easily tomatoes. At the beginning of the season, owing 
to the high price ruling, preparations were made for a very 
large pack; acreage was eagerly sought for and as a result 
a considerable increase secured. If weather conditions had 
been ideal, we would surely have had the largest pack of 
tomatoes in the history of the business. However, the 
weather for the development of the crop has been very un- 
favorable and the result is that, from the reports we get from 
our canners to-day, we will have a very small pack, even 
smaller than we had last season, notwithstanding the great 
increase in acreage. To help matters along, the market is 
bare and it will undoubtedly take in the neighborhood of 
six million cases to give the -retail and wholesale-trade east 
of the Rocky Mountains a normal. stock of tomatoes. In 
anticipation of a large pack the jobbers have universally de- 
ferred the buying for their own account. 

After very careful investigation we find that the general 
rule has been to buy about what they could sell to the retail 
trade without providing stock for themselves. It now de- 
velops that the packing season will be practically over by 
the 2oth of September, with packers, as a rule, unable to fill 
their contracts in full. This in the face of conditions is very 
likely to force a sharp advance, and indications all point to 
much higher prices by the end of the month or first of Octo- 
ber. Eighty cents, f. o. b. factory, seems to be the inside 
price to-day for No. 3 standard tomatoes both east and west, 
and the offerings at this figure are very meagef. Any kind 
of buying movement is bound to put the market up sharply. 

On the other hand, there is an easier feeling in corn circles, 
with new corn freely offered at 47%c f. 0. b. factory, and no 
demand for it. We consider the market in a much weaker 
condition than it was a year ago for the reason that a year 
ago the retail and jobbing trade had not loaded up on corn 
and there was a tremendous hole to be filled up when the 
trade considered the price to have touched bottom. This is 
not the case this season because both jobber and retailer are 
loaded and still there is a big surplus in sight, with no one 
to take it. As a result we cannot possibly see anything but 
low price corn during the next eight months. 

There is still no interest manifested in dried fruit. We 
have had a large fruit crop throughout this section and there 
is no interest in it whatever.

Epitor CANNER: Your correspondent has had authentic re- 
ports on the Puget Sound sockeye pack and finds that the 
same is far below what was anticipated by the packers at the 
beginning of the season. Puget Sound cannerymen anticipated 
a pack which would at least equal that of 1902, the corre- 
sponding year of the last four year cycle. The pack then was 
over 400,000 cases. According to the reports received by 
the packers this year, the pack totals about 175,452 cases. 
These figures are compiled from direct reports from the can- 
nerymen. The cannerymen are now watching the market 
ind anticipating a good sale on their product, believing that 
the opening prices which they have named will be well main- 
tained throughout the coming year, as there is sacrcely any 
sockeye salmon carried over from last year and the pack 
this year will not begin to supply the demand. The opening 
price on sockeyes is $1.45 for talls, $1.60 for flats and $1.00 
for half:pound flats. Brokers report only a fair demand so 



















far for sockeyes, owing to the fact that just at present buy- 
ers are taking so much interest in Alaska reds and other 
Lrands. 













The sales on Alaska reds have been the heaviest during the 
few weeks since opening prices were named ever known in 
the history of the industry. The low prices made by the 
Alaska Packers’ Association last year practically cleaned up 
every can of carry-over red salmon and left a bare market for 
the 1905 pack, which during the past season has likewise been 
well used up, so that the 1906 pack has struck what is prac- 
— a bare market. ‘The jobbers, too, have been pleased 
by the reasonable opening prices named, viz.: $95 for one Ib. 
talls, $1.20 for flats and $.85 for half-pound flats, and ap- 
preciating that the price could not go any lower than this 
and still leave room for the packers’ profit, immediately con- 
firmed their orders at opening prices. 

The demand for pinks continues unabated, and brokers are 
turning down orders because there are practically no pinks 
of the 1906 pack left. The pack was a small one, and the 
demand has been all out of proportion with former years 
Pinks opened at $.75 per doz. but are now generally selling 
for $80 with very few to be had. 

The pack of 1906 for the Pacific coast is undoubtedly 1,500,- 
000 cases below that of last year. The aggregate pack in 
every district shows a loss. The pack in Alaska is about 
1,700,000 cases, on the Columbia river, 257,500 and in British 
Columbia, the sockeye pack is estimated at 440,500 cases. 

SOCKEYE.

Epiror CANNER:—Canned goods are doing a shade better 
each day, though business is still rather light in some varie- 
ties. Sales are made principally in small lots, but increased 
inquiry shows that there will be more active business shortly. 
Generally conditions are better than they have been, but trade 
has not yet reached full fall proportions. 

Reports of crop conditions in tomatoes are of a conflicting 
character and it is difficult to determine just what is being 
done. The fact remains, however, that the market has a 
firm tone, with practically — available under 77%c in 
standard 3s. Bids of 75c o. b. factory have been declined 

on considerable lots, and % some instances packers have with- 
drawn from the market at 8oc f. 0. b. factory on standard 3s. 
The statement that the syndicate committee had withdrawn 
all its holdings appears to have stimulated considerable con- 
fidence in jobbers and more disposition to buy is shown. 
One authority says that jobbers are not well supplied on 
future contracts and that they will be compelled to enter 
the market to supply nearby requirements. The situation in 
gallons is firmer on both spot and future goods. A scarcity 
of gallons is indicated. No. 2s are not much sought and 
there has _ no change in the market. -% prices are: 
Maryland standard 2s, 60 to 62'%c; standard 3s, 80 to 82%c; 
off standz ad 2s, 50 to 60c; off standard 3s, 70 to 72Y4c; Mary- 
land gallons, $3.40 to $3.50. 

Reports from the corn canning sections of New York state 
say that some packers have finished for the season with about 
80 per cent of the pack of last year. Offerings are freely 
made, however, though the sales have not been especially 
active. In other varieties there has been no change during 
the week. Until the pack is entirely over there will be little 
shifting of conditions, probably. Both packers and buyers 
are waiting to see what the outcome will be. Spot prices are: 
New York state, 65 to 70c; Southern, Maine style, 60 to 65c; 
western, 52% to 55c; Maine standard, 72% to 82™M%4c; fancy, 
go to 97'M%c. 

Some inquiry is noted for beans in No. 2 cans. The mar- 
ket is firm and sellers indisposed to concede anything worth 
while. Spot prices are: Refugee ts, $1.50; 2s, $1.25; 3s, $1; 
48, 75C: wax, 75c; Lima, 80c to $1; baked, fancy 3s, 9oc; 
standard 3s, 75c. 















































Medium grades of peas are firm and more are wanted 
than sellers can or will supply. The market has grown grad- 
ually stiffer ever since partial shortage was indicated and 
one advance has been made.

Another Tomato ‘Syndicate’ Rumored. 

There have recently been in circulation rumors of 
the effect that there is a possibility of the formation of 
another tomato “syndicate.” One report indicated that 
it was not impossible that the disastrous experience of 
those who commenced a little over a year ago a specu- 
lative venture in canned tomatoes would not deter 
other capitalists, possibly including a few who were 
interested in the deal referred to, from making the ef- 
fort to profit by the failure of the present season’s 
pack to equal early expectations, based on the acreage. 

Commenting on these rumors, a brokerage firm lo- 
cated at one of the prominent packing centers on the 
peninsula, say in a letter dated September i2: 

“We are firmly convinced that there is a determined 
effort being made again to corner the tomato market 
for this season. If so, it will be a much easier proposi- 
tion than it was last season. Whatever is being done 
is being done quietly. We are not at liberty to give 
particulars, but we can say this to you: Buying at 
774 f. o. b. has been heavy for quite a while and in 
the past few days the same parties have been quietly 
paying 80c. They simply offer 77) 4c, and when a 
packer does not take it they ask him to name a price 
on a block. The packer promptly advances his price 
to Soc for a stated number of cans and he is immedi- 
ately taken up. This has happened in a number of in- 
stances, and one of our packers was relieved in this 
manner of 14,000 cases at one shot at 80c. The above 
is exactly the situation, and the buying interests are 
speculative entirely, not a jobber being interested that 
we know of. 

“The people buying this time have unlimited means, 
and are certainly ‘able to carry the tomatoes. Toma 
toes are very scarce here, and you have no idea how 
closely they are cleaning up. There will not be any 
more packed than a year ago.”

Shortage in 1906 Salmon Pack. 

Frank L. Deming of the Deming & Gould Co., 
Chicago and Bellingham, Wash., said in the course of 
an interview last week on the salmon situation: “Of 
red and medium red Alaska salmon the pack is com- 
pleted and is known to be about 250,000 cases less 
than that of 1905, to say nothing of the carry-over 
from 1904, which amounted to about 750,000 cases. 
The stock in first hands is entirely exhausted. 

“The total pack on Puget Sound this season 
amounts to 170,000 full cases, against the 845,000 
cases packed in 1905, a shortage fur this year of 650,- 
The carry-over from 1905 does not amount 
to more than 135,000 cases, showing that the distri- 
bution in the past twelve months has been more than 
With a carry-over of 135,000 cases 
and a pack of 170,000 cases this season, we have an 
available supply of Puget Sound sockeye salmon for 
the next twelve months of 305,000 cases, or 50 per 
cent less than the quantity required for consumption 
during the past year. 

“The pack of pink salmon in Alaska this season 
will be slightly in excess of last year’s output, but 
there will not be a case packed in Puget Sound, as 
this is the year that pink salmon do not run in those 
waters. As there is an absolutely bare market, from 
the packer to the retailer, it is a question of finding 
sellers rather than buyers of pinks. The pack of 
cohoes will not be made until the last of October, but 
there is every reason to believe that it will be no 
larger, if as large, as last year’s. The entire 1905 
pack was distributed before the first of January last 
and has gone into consumption. 

“This season the question is entirely one of supply 
and demand. The stocks of salmon in the hands of 
jobbers are light. There is a marked development of 
the spot business and we know of sales that have 
been made for England, Australia and even for Singa- 
pore. The first named country is already trying to 
buy Puget Sound sockeyes because of the shortage in 
this season’s pack on the Fraser river. We know

However, it may be well to caution growers 
against resting too confidently in the belief that they 
can always find a defense for any neglect to keep 
their stocks as pure and true and intelligent painstak- 
ing care can make them, while those who do any less 
than this will have good cause for anxiety. The very 
best stocks now procurable can be made better, and 
there is a present and growing demand for the best. 
Canners and seedsmen, however, are like the gentle- 
men from Missouri, they must be “shown”. The mere 
claim of superiority will not suffice. This fact must 
be fully comprehended by all growers and dealers, 
for if they do not make good their claims, they can 
not hold the confidence of their customers, and with- 
out this confidence they will soon have no customers. 
“[T am holier than thou” will not answer. Let them 
understand that the buyer of seeds has some rights 
they are bound to consider, while the buyer should 
be willing to pay a fair price for good seed, and not 
ask the careful conscientious grower to meet the price 
of wild cat goods.—Horticulture. 





The Proper Time to Gather Apples. 

Prof. H. H. Hume, writing in American Agricul- 
turist, says that the time apples should be taken from 
the trees depends upon whether they are intended for 
storage, long-distance shipment, or for immediate 
use and local consumption, and upon the season of 
the variety. The earlier varieties may be allowed 
to mature fairly well before they are gathered. They 
should be fully colored and may even have com- 
menced to soften somewhat. This is necessary to at- 
tain full favor in summer and early fall apples. Such 
fruit, of course, is not intended for storage, nor will 
it stand long-distance shipment. 

Winter apples, intended for cold storage, should 
be picked when the fruit is full grown and well col- 
ored. Poorly colored and immature fruit will not 
keep so well as that which has reached its full color 
and development. If the fruit has to be shipped a 
considerable distance before going into storage, it 
cannot be allowed to ripen as much as though it 
were to be stored immediately. If the fruit is a 
little too ripe before going into storage, it should be

Apple Growing in California. 

John Isaac, writing in the American Agriculturist, 
says that California has not taken a very prominent 
place among the apple producing states in the past, 
although the apple was one of the earliest fruits ever 
introduced intS the state. Only within the last few 
years it has come into prominence commercially. So 
rapid has been the extension of its growth, however, 
that to-day large shipments of this fruit are being 
made to eastern points and Europe. 

The principal shipping point is Watsonville, in the 
Pajaro valley, which is in the center of the great apple 
section, and here the er yp the past season exceeded 4;° 
000 carloads, and under favorable conditions this will 
reach over 3,500 cars for the coming year. While 
this is the principal apple section of the state, it is by 
no means the only one, and the total apple product will 
now run from 6,000 to 7,000 cars annually, and the 
output is increasing. 

rWO APPLE DISTRICTS. 

There are two great apple sections in this state, 
the one aligning the coast and ranging from San 
Luis Obispo to Del Norte county. This whole section 
is within reach of the modifying influences of the 
ocean and subject to occasional fogs, which aid very 
largely in preventing the evaporation of the moisture 
from the soil. The temperature is moderated by the 
sea breezes and the extreme heat of the great interior 
valleys is never felt along the coast. 

The other apple section is found in the mountain 
valleys at an elevation of 3,000 to 5,000 feet above the 
level of the sea, and along the entire range of the 
Sierra Nevada are found a great many small valleys 
ranging from a few acres upwards, and in these we 
find scattering apple orchards. 

IN THE MOUNTAIN VALLEYS. 

In the mountain sections the red varieties give bet- 
ter satisfaction. The fruit is generally large, well 
shaped and highly colored. There are large areas of 
land through this mountain range suitable to apple cul- 
ture and it is rapidly coming into favor. The diff- 
culty to be encountered is lack of transportation facil- 
ities, as most of the vallevs are out of reach of rail- 
roads and fruit produced here has to be transported 
in wagons for long distances in order to reach the 
markets. 

The Pajaro valley stands first among the apple pro- 
ducers, but Sonoma county, in which the first apples 
grown in California were produced, comes very close 
in her output, and was for very many years the prin- 
cipal apple producing county. 

As indicating the importance of the apple business 
to Watsonville, it may be stated that this town has 
thirtv-four packing houses engaged in preparing the

In connection with the above the report contained 
the following comment: 

“As to the crop of the present year, as showin by our 
figures, it is considerably in excess of that of a year 
ago, and no doubt the largest acreage ever grown in 
this country. The quality of the crops as a whole is 
not, however, up to the average of other years, though 
possibly as good as that of last year. Blight has af- 
fected the crop more or less over the whole commercial 
onion belt and in nearly every instance our correspond- 
ents complain of the small size of the stock, though 
often adding ‘but very hard and firm’. The high winds 
and heavy rains of the spring made a great deal of re- 
seeding necessary, and this accounts in a measure for 
the small onions. There is, also, the usual amount of 
complaint regarding the early decay of the crop, but 
we think no more than is usually apparent at this time 
of year. As will be noted by the figures given Indiana 
is rapidly taking first place as the leading onion grow- 
ing state, and this vear while with a somewhat 
acreage than Ohio, her total crop is the largest in the 
list by a hundred thousand bushels. On the other 
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hand Ohio produces the most diversified eek ie 
the leading western state as regards white Ped 

“Prices from the fields are ruling about 19 pr 
bushel less than a year ago, i. e., 30 cents to 4s os 
per bushel for reds and yellows and 50 cents to 
cents for white onions, much depending on the quali, 
Generally speaking early sales from the fields hates 
been heavy, the buyer not being as much in eyider 
as a year ago and the grower holding for the ie 
vailing last season.”’

dresses of officials charged with the enforcement of thy 
laws in different states and the names of chemists an 
other officers engaged in various capacities in the sam, 
work. It is to meet this want that the Bureau of Chem. 
istry of the United States Department of Agricultur: 
has issued Circular No. 16, revised to April, 1906, 

\t the present time a serious attempt is made iy 
twenty-seven states and territories of the United States 
and in Hawaii and Porto Rico to enforce more or less 
extensive regulations relating to the purity and whole. 
someness of food. The interest in this matter is grow- 
ine. and each year adds new states to the list of thos 
which are taking an active part in this matter. The 
funds appropriated by the several states for the e- 
forcement of the foods laws are increasing. This re- 
sults in a larger corps of employes and more efficient 
inspection. 

Circular No. 16 gives the names and addresses of 
food officials of the federal and state governments. 
This is helpful to food manufacturers who ship goods 
all over the country, because occasion often arises when 
they wish to address an inquiry or communication of 
me other nature to a state official.
